The 
Chinese charge d'uiTdira had an interview 
to-day with tho chief ofliciala, at the 
j'oreigu Ollice, in regard lo Siam. lie in 
stilted to hiive informed il. do Ville ih.it 
Siani had no territory eaat of the Mekong 
as far north as latitude 2.'f, which p;irallel 
was claimnd 1 y the l'\-encli ua the tiorlhcrii 
liinii. of their ii lluciice. lie reu'ardrd it aa 
unliliely ihut the bhicl; lliya would j'dn thi' 
■Siiunc-ie in ilic event of liDslilitua with 
Fiivci.'c ; but, he Ihouulu that if tlicy a.iw 
Krai.ee and >iiaiii ernliroiled, tho black flag- 
iiiielil resume ilicir oH'Mnao lu roMjniu. 

L'.rd |)ali> rin hail an audience with M, 
de Ville this niorninu', and a cabinet meet- 
ing was held at U o'clo. k Ihia evening, but 
the greatest »i crecy was iiiaiiilainod ag In 
what took place. Another cabinet council 
will bo held on Saturday, 

Le Tempa gives u derailed aooount of how 
tho French inarinea forced a passupo up the 
Menam river. The gunboats entered the 
channel about Ii o'eloek iu tho evening. Lii- 
mediately both ftirts and the Siam guuboiits 
opened lire ou the French ahipa. 'i'he hit- 
ter's gunboats crosaed tho bar notwitbstand- 
iug the exploeiou of a submarine torpedo 
directly ihead of the iluet. The [nconstante 
rammed and »unlc a Siamese gunboat. At 
about 9 o'clock the forta at Puklani opened 
fire at a range of half a mile. The Fi cnch 
gunbottta ail this time were making ten 
knota an hour against the stream. At <J 20 
the French fleet anchored in front of the 
French legation at Bangkok. Tho cannonade 
had little effect owing to the darkness. 

Ba.nkok, July 20.- M. I'uvic, tlie Froncli 
Minister Realdeiit, prior lo his de|)!irture 
had a fiual interview with l)e Vawongae, the 
Sittiiiese foreign minister, who said his gov. 
crnment was astoiiiahed that Frunoo cod- 
aidered their reply to the French ultiniat urn 
as a refnaal to comply with its tcrnia. It 
was impossible, he said, lo accept delinitely 
any indefinite proposal. France had never 
detiL-ed her rights in Annum and (."ambodiu 
but the king, earnestly desiring peaje and 
a speedy settlement of the whole case had 
declared his readiness to abandon in 
Annair and Cambodia all the ports 
that had leen attacked, as well as 
the territory near them, including Stung 
trenm and Khong, although these places wero 
admitted to he .Siamese. 

Saioon, July 'J(3 —Captain Villiera, who 
ia in conun.md of the French force at Khong, 
reports that the ciipture of Fort Donton by 
the French produced an important iniprea- 
siou. The governor of the Island of Khong 
was killed during the attack, and hia dc.itli 
hastened the retreat of the Sianieso. The 
French ilig had been hoisted on the islands 
ot PitODg Bamlem, which will be made tho 
base of future operations. Tho French 
GovemmeDt have also decided to take pas- 
session of other islands In the Gulf of Siam. 

London, July 26.— A Bangkok diapaich 
to the Daily News says that Capt. H. M 
Jones, British Minister to Slam, acting un- 
der orders cibled from London, maintained 
a strictly non-commitlul attituile on the 
matter of the Frnnco-.Siaineao inihroglio. 

HlClU.IN, .luly L'U —The; Tageblatt rejoices 
over the prnipcci that Kngland, who scorn, 
fully holds aloof fr ini the Dreibund, may 
hecomu embroiled with France over Iho 
.Siamese iifViir. England, sjys the Tage- 
hlatt, will he taught a lesson and she need 
not expect to receive (lerman support. 
Other newspa])ers express similar aenti- 
nients, although in mildi r terms. 

HoNiiKOMi, July 26. — Admiral Free- 
nmntle Ihis ordered the gunboat Plover to 
join the cruiser Pallas outside the bar, at 
Meiiain. 

( "iiKunocnii, July 20 — The li'rench cruiser 
Echiireur has been ordered to Brest, to he 
fitted out with a new armament. She will 
proceed thence to Siam to join Admir d 
Uumann's flotilla. 



HAWAUAN AFFAIRS. 

U. S. Vessels to Crnlse In the Vicinity of 
Uonolnln to Await Instructions. 

San FK.\.S(:isc-(i, July 2G.— Claus Spreck- 
elea, who arrived from Hiinolulu this morn- 
ing on tho steamer Australia being inter- 
viewed sta':ed that there was no prospect 
of tho U.S. Government annexing the 
Hawaiian Islands. He Is opposed to annex 
afion himself and believed that the island 
would he more prosperous as an independent 
government than by being attached i o annic 
foreign power, ifo thinks tho ex Queen 
should be restored to her throne, and "s of 
opinion that the United Slates ought to use 
its influence to place her buck in power. 

The iollowing ia published here this even- 
ing : When the Australia left Hunolulii, 
the Boston and Adama were In port, and if 
the information be correct which comes by 
steamer, the two vosbpIs will undoubtedly 
remain there, and the fleet will be increased 
as rapidly us possible, or in other words tho 
U. S. vessels reaching there will bo ordered 
to await further instiuotiona. Pending the 
reply of President Cleveland the vessels will 
bu ki jit together, iind should the decision of 
President Cleveland ho, in substance, that 
the ex (ineen ahull he restored, nurinca will 
be landed, and any altempt on tho part of 
any person lo proceed in a riotous manner 
will be promptly put down,

How tlie Behriiig- Sea Patrol Have 
Perfornietl Their Daties 
Ui) North. 

The Work of the DillVreut Vessels— 
Number of Vessels 
AVaruetl. 



Washiniitok, July 26. — The report re- 
ceived by the Navy department aa to the 
liehring Sett patrol is dated Humboldt har- 
bor, June 27. It states that the flagship 
Mohican sailed from Sitka Juno 19, and 
reached Kodiuk on the 2."ird, arriving at 
Humboldt harbor June 25. Tho Albatross 
and Ranger wero found in port. The flush 
also came in a few hours later. The Alba- 
tross and Rush had searched all the'harbors 
and carried out their orders efficiently. 
The Hush was instructed to put a stop to 
tho illegal hunting of seal otter by white 
men, and tho Alh itroaa was ordetetl to the 
liiy of Ij:iterfalls, Adoh lelanil, where ihero 
wuH to be a rendezvous of sealers on .lu y 5, 
alie to proceed . thence lo tho Seal lalaiida, 
land her party of civilians, and turn her 
attention to the protection of seal life. 
The Banger was to search and warn 
schooners on the Slime and Baird banka and 
reach Agattiu ialand on July 15, where 
there waa to be another rendezvous of 
sealera later. She was to patrol tbe station 
eaat and south-east of the seal islands. The 
Corwin left June 20, to oroiae about the 
seal islands all summer, Tbe Mohican 
apoke the British man-of-war Garnet and 
exchanged courtesies. The Mohican waa to 
leave June 28, for Dutch harbor on a 
general cruise. 

The two British ahipf, the Garnet and 
Nymphe, boarded and warned seventeen 
sealers, two of which were American. Up 
li> the time of Captain Ludlow's writing, 
ihi' Ranger hud boarded nine American and 
two Bntiah ships; the Albatrosa, seven 
American and fourteen Hritiah; the Rush, 
twelve American and aix British, and ihe 
.Mohican, Capt. Ludlow 's ship, six American 
and ono liritish v.'issel. Cap'.ain Hooper, 
of the Rush,, reported that si-ven American 
schooners hud taken 2,1)111 skins, and 
twenty live Bril ish sealera 1S,2S6 skins up 
in June M The diacrepiuoiea In t li - figures 
ire regarded us proliubly due to the many dif- 
llcultiia ill tho way of hecuriug data. Frotnin- 
forniutinn gathered from the sealing vessels, 
(;.ipt, Ijuillow stated that no steatner was lo 
CDiiin north for tkins this year, and the si al- 
era will bi iug in their cargoes at the clo.se of 
the season, lie says they are under ordera 
from their ownera not to violate the hito 
American laws in the trunshipment of skins 
orenter the prohibited waters of Behring .Sea, 

The health of the Kpiadrou, he reports in 
conclusion, ia oxcelltnt. Captain Ludlow 
atates that 29 vessels were bo-irded and in- 
spected by the British and Arnerieau men- 
of war. Of those, 22 wore boarded by tho 
American fleet and tho remainder by ahipa 
of the British squadron. The total number 
of sealskins found on board of thei-e vessels 
waa 18.22-I, the catches varying from aa 
low aa 200 uu some, to aa high aa 1,825 
The average number, however, was between 
oOO and 600.

Interpstiiijj News Froin Oriental Pa 
peis— rhe tiiiuese Miuister— 
Ifokohama's foptUatlon. 



The Oriental mail by the Empreaa of 
India brinK^ the folloMring particu- 
lars of the wreck of the Busaiuu 
oruiaer Vitiaz : " Commenoiug from 

the moment the unforeseen accident oc- 
curred, Captain Zarine and hia officers put 
forth every exertion and tried every poasiblo 
means of auviug their ship. Xhe s^nm and 
everythiug of a movable nature were landed 
with all despatch ; uaaiatnncc from the other 
ahips of the fleet was asked and granted ; 
engineers, workmen and divers, with pumps 
and nil necesaary gear, were despatched 
promptly from the Mitau liialii Company's 
works ; jioiitcions of uri enormous size and 
floatiirj; po'.\oi' y>ore obtair.ed from 
Vludivoatook ; in fai;t, everylhing was 
done, ami every available source taken 
advanlago of thr(ui(,'hont. In this 
manner thiiiHS procteiled as favorably as 
could reasiinably bo expected until the eveu- 
inc; of the II tli inat , by which time, with 
the aid of tbe powerful pumpa on board the 
gUD'Vesael Silatch, the afierpait of the 
Vitiaz had been pumped out, uud every ar- 
rangement made to lift her on the l-_'r,|i 
Fate, however, was aguinsi her, la on that, 
day a aevere l,asteily gale and heavy swell 
Wero experieuced, which completely aniuah- 
ed in her bow, and otherwise rendered her 
a hopeless wreck. There was then no al- 
ternu live but to abaud')n her, and beyonii 
diving to recover the Mi'eii lii-ihi l."o. 'a gear, 
all work upon her has buen8t(]ppi d, pending 
the decision of thi- Runaian naval aiuhorities. 
The capt,.iin, olKceis and crew are still liv 
ing in tenia on the bench in lliu vicinity of 
the wreck T>'0 conHdi nt opinion of those 
capable iif jiiil^,'iiig uaa, that had the pon- 
toons arrived a few diiya earlier, or the due 
weather contiu'itd a little longer, iho Vitiaz 
would now hi>vo been safe from f urthi r 
harm in I'ort Li- zired" harbor. During the 
whole of the present cruise the Vitiuz hiia 
been a most unfortunate vessel, having, 
amongst other casualties, experieucod three 
typhoQDS on the voyage out, in one of which 
she was dismasted." 

THE SOPIUE SCTHGBLAND. 

The Buyeki reports that the American 
sehooner Sophie Sutherland, in entering 
Yokohama harbor, went on to the break 
water about 120 yards from the red light- 
ship, but got off again at high water. The 
schooner waa reported to have brought 
,'!,85() Hcalskins, said to have been killed in 
the neighborhood of Kuwagasaki, Hokkaido. 
The vernacular paper bewails the fact "that 
such a valuable haul should fall into the 
hands of a ' thief,' " as it euphoniously styles 
the foreign sealer. Captain Sutherland of 
the schooner, the day after hia arrival, 
called at the oliijo of the Japan Advertiser 
and protested, good hunion dly withal, that 
ho was not as big a thief as the 1-Joyeki 
would huv>' hi'n appear, for instead of a 
catch of ;i 8.'j0 skins, he only secured 1,5G6. 
Ueaidea ho did not ateal the skins but caught 
them legitimately. 

WKKOK ON TIIK CEYI.O.V COAST. 

The Colombo papers report the total 
wreck near Ambalangod.i, of tho fine four- 
masted ship, Earl of dhaftpsbury. of Lon 
don. The captain, second otiicer, two other 
Europeans and two colored men were 
drowned. 'Plie vessel was bound for Ran- 
goon from liombay, and triisrook ISeruwela 
light for the (^alle light, it i.s believed. Cal- 
cutta pipeis to band record that the derelict 
ship Glengary (not the steamer of that 
name) which was abuidoned in the bay diir- 
inc the recent cyclone, has been picked up 
and towed into Calcutta by tho B.l.SN 
Co. 's afeamer Warora while on her c mr.se 
from Vizigapatam to Poniiicherry. The 
Glengary is an old vessel, and her cargo was 
insured for £2(),000. 

in& OUIMESE MINISTER TO AMERICA. 

"The family of H. E Yang Ju, the new 
Chinese Minister to the Unired States, 
Peru and Spalu, who have been he'e," says 
theN. C. DUly News of June 30, "ever 
since his Escee l ncy brought them from 
Wahu last Mny, went up north for their 
home at Pekini; by the ffsinchi. Hia Kx- 
coUeney, himself, will leave for hia pest via 
Jupao in a few dajs, in obedience to in- 
structions from the north which arrived 
here yesterday. " 

POPULATION OF VOKOHAMA. 

According to reluras poblishel in native 
papers, the population of Yokohama at the 
end of last year wtn 143,2.'52, and the num- 
ber of houses 29,260; in I.SS:i the figures 
were 69,525 and lO.tiOO reapcctivnly, show- 
ing that the population baa doubled itself 
In ten years.

U. S. CUSTUUS FllAUDS. 

The (Joveriinient's Case Against Ex-OfUcIals— 
Statu llvent of Special Agent Tingle. 

WASiiiNtiTON, Jul) 2(5 — SupervisorSpecial 
Agent Tingle, of the Treasury department, 
said to-day the Government has a good 
case against the ex-offioials of the oustoma 
service who have been indicted at Portland, 
Ore., notwithstanding that those charged in 
the indictment dcoluro tho action against 
them inspired by political motives, tho pur 
pose being to oust them from ollice because 
thoy are Republicans and to put Deinocrata 
in their places. Mr. Tingle, who ia a Re- 
publican, aaya this allegation ia untrue. Ho 
says the dep irtinent has been convinced for 
several months that thero was a ring of 
smugglers in tho Northwest ever since In- 
spector Noyea was sent thero to investigate 
and reported that tho Portland inn)ector 
and his subordinates were implicated ; and 
since tho reports of Inspectors Wood and 
Lewis were received there has been no doubt 
that the right persona have been caught. 
Mr. Tingle says ho regrets aa much as any- 
body that ho had to perform tho disagree- 
able wcrk ot detecting theso oHicials in ilia- 
honest practices, but he was bound to do his 
duty and will push the case to the end. 

He says the collector at Portland muat 
have received about foU a head for each Chi- 
nese he smuggled in. There were 1,7U0 
Chinese in all brought in, and the revenue 
derived by these enterprising revenue otU- 
ci >la must have amounted in all to about 
$85,000. It is believed the majority of these 
Chmese were admitted on fraudulent affi- 
davits, but the most amazing thing about 
the whnle smuggling operations of the cus- 
t'Miis ( fliciols is that thoy not only r( iiuired 
the Cliineso who were candidates for illegal 
entiy to pay i:'>l), but ChincBO who, under 
the law, were entitled to land had to pay as 
well. 

Mr. Tingle saya that at Victoria the 
Binugglorn h ul regular lieadcjuarters, where 
bogus certilicitea wi-re made out ami signed 
witli li^;! ilKJiia names, acknowledged buioro 
a niythical nntiry public and a counterfeit 
notarial sral alli.'ied. lo a great many cases 
photographs were also attached as a means 
of ident ilic ition. 

'I'be su|)ervisor oaliinatea that there were 
S.T'OO pounds of opium amnggled in, duty on 
which svould have amounted to SIU2.U0I). 
It is very difficult to catch boats with tho 
contraband slufT on b )ard. Several timea 
they wore searched, but they had unloaded 
in the Straits. Thu Government bus been 
working on the case dili.t;ently for mouths, 
and only succeeded at last in making cases 
against the fifteen indicted men by means of 
some of the guilty onea, who volunteered lo 
turn State's evidence. When it waa founa 
by the others that those had turned against 
them, there seemed to be a general deslru 
among tho dishonest officials to become wit- 
nesses of tho Governmeut, in the hope that 
this might grant them immunity from pun- 
ishment. Several members of the gang al- 
most fell over one another in their desire to 
become prosecuting witnesses. 



EVENTFUL AND EXCITING. 

Tho Day on Wall Street a Host Notable one- 
Prevalence of a Panicky Feeling. 

Nicw YonK, July 2G. — This has been the 
most eventful and exciting day for a long 
time past in Wall street, and financial cir- 
cles generally. Litjuidations were on a 
more extensive scale than on any previous 
time since tho present downward movement, 
and the result was a decline of simply ap- 
palling proportions. Tho intelligence that 
tho Erie road had been placed in tho handa 
of a receiver, although by no meana unex- 
pected, was a shock and started an indis- 
criminate selling movement through 
the list. Orders were received from 
various quarters to sell and many 
brokers who could not reach their 
customers in time threw overboard rather 
than take any further chances under the 
circumatanoes. The greats break in prices, 
however, occurred after the announcement 
I hat H. I. Nicholas & Co. had failed was 
made at the stock exchaoge. This brought 
tho critical situation of affairs right home to 
the brokers, and it was not long before the 
market drifted into a panicky condition. 
The pxcitement was not us great as in either 
the 1884 or 1873 panics ; but the shrinkage 
in prices was very rapid and .sales bad to be 
made at practically any prices that hap- 
pened to bo bid. The failure of Nicholas & 
Co , followed up as it was by the mopension 
of John IJ. Dainont, showed plainly that the 
banks were calling in loans, and this know- 
Icilge made the street nervous. The rate 
for money jumped u]) to .'1-10 per diem 
The Biles for the day reached the large 
total of -lOI.OSl shares. Uividend paying 
shares sufb red alike, and the depreaaio!! 
reached an acute stage. The exc.-pt ional 
break in Evansvillo and Terre Ifaute from 
127 to 70 was due to tho fact that Nicholas 
was a director of the t^ompany and had bor- 
rowed considerable amounts of niony on the 
stock. Among other big d( clines were Ore- 
gon Navigation, 110 to -14; Lake Shore, 8H 
to 30; fjiko Erie and Western pref erred, 
to fiS; Western Union, 71 i to t)7i: North 
west, 55 to S 1 i ; although final (|uotations 
showed a recoveiy of K to 2 per cent, from 
the lowesf The market left ofT feverish, 
and tho feeling in street circles was unset- 
tled.

Jenkins. Isaao was apprehended, and in 

spito of his proteatations of innocence, con- 
demned to bo hanged forthwith. lixeoution

PROFESSIONAL POISONERS. 



A ease wbioh bids fair to be one of the 
most remarkable of the century is now be- 
fore the criminal courts of the state of New 
York. It is that of a man who calls him- 
self Dr. Meyer, but ho haa half a d. zon 
aliaaos. The crime is murder by poisoning 
for che purpose of defrauding insurance 
companies. In the commission of some of 
his crimes this Dr. Meyer was assisted by 
his wife. From tho account given by Jul- 
ian, the New York detective, Meyer ia a 
mild-mannered plausible miacreaut with an 
inainualiug address, having W'thal nerves of 
Steel. One of liia victims was a man named 
Lndwif; Brandt, whom he prevailed upon to 
insure bis life in as many as four oomp-'niea 
for sums amoiintinR in all to $8,000 
Brandt for the purpose of insurance 
asautued tho name of liauin. The 
plan was that ho was to sham sicknesa 
and counterfeit death, and Meyer, who 
acted for him, was to get the insurance and 
divide the plunder with his accomplice. 
But Meyer intended to accomplish his end 
by other means. Brandt or Baum waa to 
be got rid of by poiaon, and Meyer and his 
wife were lo secure tho insurance money. 
Baum fell in love with Meyer's wife, whom 
he knev as Bmilie Batbier, Meyer's neice. 
In course of a few months Baum married, or 
pretended to marry, this woman. Tliia waa 
done to provide Baum with a widow at the 
proper time. Wneti lhe<e rat her elaborate 
proliiiuuariea were completed Bium fell sick 
in earnest. A respectable physician was 
called in to attend him, and bis wife was de- 
voted in her attendance at his bedside. The 
physician is described as bright and 
thoronghly honest. Uo had not the remotcHt 
suspicion of foul play. After a short illness 
Baum died. The niiaerable wretch lud appar- 
ently no suspicion that he had been duped by 
his wife, to whom it is said he was tenderly 
attached, and his dear friend Meyer. 

No sooner had the breath left the body of 
their victim than Meyer and his wife set 
about securing the money for which 
Bauin'u life had been insured. The in- 
diCferencu diaplayed by the hitherto de- 
voted wife and her haste in eolleciiiig the 
money, caused soino remark, but it appeara 
that there was no suspicion of fraud. 
Two of the insurance oonipaniea paid four 
thousand dollars without hesitation, an-; 
the others would have paid the remaining 
S4,500, but there being some hesitation on 
the part of one of the companiea, the p iir 
took fright and loft Now York without 
calling a second time for tho money. Their 
sudden flight excited suapioion and set the 
insuraooe detective on their tracli. Cir- 
cumstances wore discovered which streugi h 
died tho Buapioion, and the di;tective kept 
fiillowing them up until he dlHCovered that 
they had been guilty of other eriiiiea of a 
similar nature. 

One of these was tho murder of an un- 
fortunate girl, whose name does not appear 
to be known. The circumstances were 
peculiar, and show the devihah cunning of 
the two murderers in a very strong light. 
In June, 1S9'2, they employed a girl named 
Mary Neiss. They then went under the 
uime of WcUor. The woman took Mary 
Neiaa to D uvor, and prevailed upon her to 
got her life insured for $5,000, under the 
name of Mrs. Wellor. After it bliort time 
the Neisa girl took sick. Being warned by 
WoUur's or Meyer'H partner that alio was 
being poisoned, she left their service sud- 
denly and Hccretly. But Meyer was not to 
bo baulked. lie waa bound to get the 
85,000 for which Mary Neiss's life was in- 
sured. He straightway hired another girl, 
who had not been lonR in his service 
when she siokcnod and died. Weller 
gave out that the girl who died 
was bis wife, having by his treatment 
of her produced the improasion among those 



with whom he lived that this was the case. 
The real wife in this inatanoe adopted the 
role of the victim's sister. When Weller 

or Meyer applied for the money, the in- 
surance company, tho Equitable, instituted 
an investigation. Ic waa found that the 
woman who was buried waa not the woman 
that was insured. In course of time Mary 
Neiaa herself turned up, and when tho 
story she had to tell was heard all doubt aa 
to the guilt of tho doctor and hia wife dis- 
appeared, and then discovery and arrest 
soon followed. Jileyer, of course, denied 
that ho was tho mim that waa wanted, but 
there was apparently very little trouble in 
identifying him. He is perfectly cool and 
self possessed, and haa none of the marka of 
the traditional villain about him. His wife 
having been lately confined has not yet ap- 
peared in court. 

.Meyer is accused of having eoiiimitted 
many other crimes. It is Buapected that he 
[luisuaed his first wife. It is said, too, that 
he murdered a rich grocer, whoso wife he 
afterwards married. Of courte, a great 
many sensational stories v/ill now bo told 
abi ul tho man, but the simple truth 
enough to eoi 
of the most cruel, greedy and conscienceless 
monsters that ever assumed tho human 
form.

At a 
meeting of the Patrons of Industry, held 
lately in South Sitncoe, a Mr. Wrigley, who 
is a prominent man in the organic, ition, 
declared moat emphatic illy that those who 
asserted that tho Liberal platform is in 
accordance with the principles of the 
Patrons are altogether wrong. " Patrons 
he I'aid, "ilemniid honest legislation on the 
basis (d tho strictest e;onomy; tho Liberals 
profisa the same aini but their intention ia 
dill'orent. Wo trean what we say, the Grits 
do not. " Contiuuiug he went oa to say: 

The recent Liberal convention at Ottawa, 
at which the platform was formed, was pre- 
sided over by Premier Mowat of this prov- 
ince, and the demand for retrenchment was 
made not only by him, but by three other 
provincial premieis, Messrs. Fielding, Blair

JAPANESE CLAIMS. 

Some of the .Lipaneeo newspapers, follow- 
ing the example of the'r American con- 
temporaries, apply the epithets " poachers ' 
and "thieves" lo the foreigoerswho hunt the 
seal in what they are pleased to regard as 
.Japanese waters. These papers urge the 
(government to drive those sealers off the 
hunting grounds, not hesitating to 
u«o violence, if it is required, to 
elTcct tho purpose. The Japan Adver- 
tiser, in an excellent article, sets 
the Mainichi Shimbun and its other native 
contemporaries right on the 'subject of in- 
ternational courtesy and international law. 
It shows that tlio foreign sealers, having 
violated no law, are neither thieves nor 
poachers. 1'lie seals being found in the 
high ae.iB at i. far greater distance than 
three leagues from Japanese territory, it 
cannot be said with any approach 
to truth that the men who hunt 
them aro in any aenao treupassers. The 
Advertiser, we may Huy in passing, is 
much too lilieral. Tho limit of the terri- 
torial jiiriHilielion of .Japan or any other 
nation is one murine league from the shore, 
and not three leagues. 

The Advertiaer also shows that tho 
J ipanese cannot set up the very poor plea 
that they have a proprietory right in the 
seals that awiin in the Pacific Ocean 
near their country, for there are 
no rookeries in .Japanese territory. It 
It cannot be aaiil that the J apanese Uo vern- 
meut does anything to protect the seals, 
rhere were, it appears, some years ago rook 
cries on the Kurile Islands but tbe Japaneac 
did their share towards exterminating tho 
sealrt that frMiuented thorn. So that neither 
on the ground of territorial right nor on the 
grouiiil of alleged owiierahip of the seals 
call the Japaneao lake upon themselves to 
assume a hostile attitude towards the seal 
hunters of the \Ve8l'orn Pacific,

Tho CiiUfornlii Clereryman's Tour Throui;h 
Saanich— Sborlif Warfleld Be- 
turns to Merced. 

Sheriff C A. H. Warfield left, last even- 
ing, for hia homo in Merced city, Merced 
county, California— disappointed and de- 
prcased iu spirit. Rev, A. R. Reama did 
not acccnipany liim, and if the reverend 
ollender ia arrested, either tho sherilf or 
some of hit: associates of tho Cailifornia 
police will have the pleasure of an addi- 
tional trip to Victoria which they had not 
counted upon. 

It waa the sherlirs intention to have left 
for home on Sunday evening, but only o 
few hour.s before the steamer sailed he rc- 
neivad word that his clerical friend had 
been seen near the new railway town of 
Sidney, in Saanioh district, and, accom- 
panied by I'olice OlHcer McNeill, tho Cali- 
fornia oliicer at once starred out to invest i- 
gate. Rev Mr Reams certainly had bctu 
there, liul his viait was ]j iat and over. 

Tho mat*,or of identitication was perfect, 
tho hotel proprietor from whom Reams 
secured hia Sunday dinner recognizing him 
aa the same man that he had seen in the 
court room and in the custody of the Pro- 
vincial police. He accordingly addressed 
him as Mr. Reams, and though the clergy- 
man squirmed a little he did not deny bis 
name. 

The hotel man asked him where ho wua 
bound, and rsceived the comforting answer, 
"Just travelling through the country fur 
my health." Having finished bis lunch and 
received change for a ten dollar bill the 
errant minister departed, nor has ho since 
been seen. The supposition Is that he bus 
ere this crossed Saanicli Inlet into Co%vichan 
district, somewhere above (Joldstream, from 
which point bo will probably work towariia 
Nanaiiiio. 

Sheriff Warfiidd haa oll'ered a standiug 
reward of S.KJ for Reams' deliverv into the 
hands of any police ollieer. When seen 
Sunday Reams was dreaafd alninal in every 
detail the satiie as when he slipped out of 
the court room into free air — broad brimnied 
slouch hat, brown coat and grey panta.

HOT AIR VS. HOT WATER. 

The Scliool Board Favors Ileatiug tlie 
Ne-\v Builduies by Two 
.Sy.sti'ius. 

Ratoiiaj-fii's' Petition Reffardiiip: the 
Locatiou of a School House 
(irauted. 



Hot air and hot water claimed the atten- 
tion of the Board of School Trustees last 
night, and it aeemed to be a troubleaoiiie 
and knotty i|ueatinn to deal with. A apeci.il 
meeting of tho board was held chielly for 
tho purpose of deciding upon the beat plun 
to be adopted in heating the new public 
school buildings that are to be erected. 

Trustee Hay ward presided at the meet- 
ing at which Trustees Lovoll, Yates and 
Maruhant woro present. 

S. D Pope, Buperiutendent of education, 
wrote to the Board staling that teachers in 
ihe public scIhkiIs, whether specialists or 
not, must bo aebeled from tliiiae properly 
i|Ualilie'l, or in other words, must be holders 
of cerlilieaiea for tlda Province. 

Trustees Maichaiit and Vatcs ludd the 
opinion that the informal ion contained in 
the eomTiiiiiiica'icnj was uniieci'.'!3ary, .la they 
iilreudy knew that such wua the C:ife. .Mr. 
Vales said he did not lliiok the Atloriiey 
(ieiieral had treated the Board wilh the 
pri>[ir'r amount nf courtesy in regard to the 
matter. Ti'e lliiarii wanted ilia written 
opinion in reply to iheir retiueat, and de- 
ai'reil it to ei>iiii^ direct Irom him, and not 
through Supi rinteudeiit Pope. 

Mr. Pope's lotter Wiia received and filed, 
and a resolution introduced by .Mr. "^'aies lo 
the ellVcl that the Superinl eiideiil of Ivlu- 
cation ascert aiii f I oiii i ho Atloriiey-Oenerul 
uliether iincertitieated teachers can bu 
li'gally emiihiyod for teaching apecial suli- 
jecla om. of the ordinary ^cl'.ooi hours, and 
paid irom pub ic fuiidn, was adopted. 

Jo.seph M. (.laib iuii mad.! appliea'ion for 
tho |iositioii of icaclier, .Miua .Sanders do- 
sired protnoiion, and ijolin Oaen, John 
Shepherd anil riionina Drydeii aaked for tlie 
positron of Clei k of Woika ; but all tho ap- 
plications were tabled. 

A letter from the Sinead Dnwd company, 
of Toronto, was read, iu which Mr. Fiijip 
wua accused of attacking the Smead U iwd 
system of beating and venliUlion. The 
letter gave at length what tho patentees 
claimed were the many advantages of their 
system.. 

A numeronslv aigned petition from rate- 
payers of the North Ward waa received and 
tiled. It protested against a school build- 
ing being constructed in the Nortli Ward 
according to tho plans aubmilled by VV. 
Ridgwsy. Wilaon, beuauso they did not 
think the building would be suitable for tho 
site, and the signers alao objected to tho 
Sniead-Dowd sy stem being used in the new 
buiUlini; The petitiouera held that as tho 
North Ward first agitated the proposition 
of more school buiUlinga they should have 
tho preference, uud if their wishea were 
respected tho necessity for a proposed 
indignation meeting would be obviated. 

Architecia Soule and Wilson were present 
to give their views of the best i-yatem that 
should bo used. Mr. 8'Ule suggested that 
the reccnimendaliona of the cointiiisHiou at 
Winnipeg, a few months ago, which decided 
as to the relative merits of the various heat- 
ing nielh.als be follo«-ed nut. The cntnmia- 
sion favored the Smiad-lJowd system pro- 
viding certain chauges which they recmn- 
mended wore made. Mr Soulo believed 
that in preference to dry and hot air, hot 
water ahould be used for healing. He metj- 
tioned the Smead Dowd system in hia 
plans for a new school building, not 
because ho f.ivored it but bu 
cause he waa under tho imprcseiou that the 
Hoard would be more likely to accept his 
plans if this system wus included. Ho 
could put another systeni nf heating and 
ventilation in the new building for the same 
amount, or lens than that asked by the 
Snieud Bawd company. 

Mr. Wilson knew of nothing, ho said, 
that erpialed ihe Siiinad Dowd syateni of hot 
air hiatiiig. For laig-i buildinga such as 
schools, ohurohea and the'atres, ho thought 
the system waa the liest extant. He waa 
opposed to no system, bnt being well ac- 
ipiainted wilh the workings of the one un- 
der consideration he thought it the most 
cuit able. 

Tiii'STKK LovKM. favored the Smead- 
Dowd system because he believed it to be 
the best and cheapest. After long discua- 
sion a resolution waa offered hy TiUHleo 
M.irchont. seconded by Trustee Vates,5thikt 
N'u. 8 building be hoatfd by tho Sineud- 
Dowd system, and No. II by a system of 
steam heating. This waa unanimonaly 

adopted. 

Tui'sTKi: Mai'.chant made a motion that 
\'o 11 buiblmg he loca'ed in the North 
Ward unci No. 8 in the South Ward, which 
was carried. 

An adjournment was then taken.

Ouo of the fleasnie Party of Eight Dlis 
ITruiu Submersion. 

Samuel Steventon, who formed one of the 
pirty of eight men who were thrown into 
the water, from a boat, near the Gorge, 
I'uebday evening, died from the effects of 
submersion at on early hour yeaterday 
morning. 

Steventon was employed at tho Canada 
Paint Company's factory, and camo to Vic- 
toria, from Toronto, about a year ago. lie 
was a married man, •10 yciirs of ane, and re- 
sided at No. -1(1 John street. Hia widow 
and young aoti sutvivc liiiu 

TtieMluy evening the di ceaaed, with sev- 
eral friends, roued toward the (Jorgo. 
On the journey Sleveiieon stooil up in 
the boat, ami losing liia b.ilanco fell over- 
board, la attempting to grasp hitn hia 
ciimpanioua leaned over so far that tho hoat 
was overturned and all were thrown into 
the water. Cries for hel() were responded 
to by (lili' -reiit parties wdio w luo boating in 
the vicinity, and the men, some of whom 
\vere goin.! swimoiets, were picketl u[) and 
tidieu to Mia. MarahuU'e, where their wants 
were attended to. 

Si.\ of the men are citip'oyea of the Can- 
ada Paint Company. Tlioir names are said 
to lie George Aiiilersiin, .lolin Sweeney, 
Harry Mcfjeiah, Sainuul Steventon, John 
Mulliolland and George Brownridge, the 
latter called "Alaska." The others, it is 
cluiiih d, were 'f'ony Hanson, a musician, 
and Joe Hilton, an eiii|iloye at '^Veilor'a fur- 
niture factory. 

Stm'eiitrjn and Mi;L> isb woro unconscious, 
h'ut hy 1 11! (jloy iiig the u-ual meaiia for re- 
eii",ei!a: ion, were hrought hack to conec ou.'i- 
nes.^ and sent to ttieir le-ijjeci ive homes in li 
buck. Steventon was in a semi-conscioua 
slate when he reached Ilia homo, about mid- 
night, and wuH placed on a lounge, when his 
wife, after uaing all available remi-diea for 
restoration, retired after her husband dreppeil 
> ff into un apparently peaceful slum her. 
Ahmit 4 o'clock in the morning she waa 
awakened by a noise, and found that ho had 
f'lileii from the louiigo and lay upon the 
floor de.,d 

Dr. Cromplon was called, but no means 
could be devised to reslore cooscioui'ness, as 
bo declared life had left the body an hour 
before he arrived. A post-mortem examina- 
tion disclosed tho fact that a quantity of 
water in the lungs had heen the cause of 
death. An itu)ne9t wdll bo he'd this after- 
noon at the Roek Bay Hotel by Coroner 
Ifjsell. Deceii-eii wad u member of the 
Poreatere. tho Free Mi'sona and the Work- 
men. 

Nt'ar the boat wlieu it capsized waa 
another boat containing the Missea I'^awcelt 
and the Misses Sylvester. To the heroic 
efforts tnado by these young ladies livo of 
the men floundering in the water and un- 
able lo help theiii'elves, were aaved. The 
ladies uasisted tliein into their bout and 
took them to the land in safety. 

Steventon was a native of Yorkshire, 
England. The funeral lakes place from hia 
late residence to-morrow afternoon at 2:W, 
under the auspices of the Masonic frater- 
nity.

The Qaestion of Surface Eights— Ko. 
newtd Uonfldence iu the 
■ Entire Section. 



Aroiiiul Tront Lake— The Latest Bear 
Story- Tfaiuffs iu the Slocaa 
Looking; Up. 

(Written for tho COLONiar.) 

Nelson, July 21.— The vexed question of 
"aa face rights" oontinnea to furnish the 
chief topio for comment up hero in the 
mining country. There can bo no doubt 
that tho iutontion of tho much diecusned 
section 23 of tho amended act was intended 
solely to prevent land (;rabs under the 
guise of mineral locations. In fact, the 
Premier, in reply to a letter on the subject, 
recently made tho following explanation : 

"I can see nothing fniudulent nor unjust 
in aoction 'J3 of tho act. On tho contrary it 
seems to ino to bo a jiroviaiou which should 
have l)L'i:[]nio law long ago. 

"Il lina not any retrospective effoct, uud 
conseijueutly would not, 1 take it, apply to 
any record made prior to the lltli of April, 
but it certainly will and is intended to 
govern all cases of record nuido uftur that 
date. 

"There is nothing in tho principle of this 
section at variance with your opinion that 
the ndncr'a mineral cli.iin is liis lionio. So 
long as he occupies his claiui it is intended 
that ho should liave a hciine there, and shall 
have the surlacc for all [lurpnaea connected 
with the working of Ida claim, which of 
course includes his niaUing his home upon 
hia oluini. 

"What is ftiniod ut hy the section to 
abolish is the right, under the guise of a 
mineral record, to appropriate large i|Uauti 
ties of Crown land, when the aei| liring of 
Crown land, except under pre-einpl ion or 
purchase by auction, has been abolished by 
statute. 

" li is not the policy of tho mining law 
that miueral claims should be taken up fur 
anything but tho actual aciiuiaition ot the 
mineral thereunder, and tho policy of the 
law, moreover, is that as soon as a mineral 
claim csaees to be used f ir tho purposes for 
iirbioh it was located, that the surface rights 
thereunder ebould revert to the Crown. 

" However, of course, we cannot inter- 
fere, and do not desire to interfere, with 
the locations already made, tltbough pro- 
ceeding, as I think we must all admit, un- 
der an imperfect law." 

This ezptanation was made Deoesaary by 
the fact that the Gold Commisaioner had 
refused to attempt to place a construction 
on the section, plainly admitting that he 
did not understand it. 

It is said that since tho above letter was 
received from the Premier, several applica- 
tions for Crown grants have been made on 
properties located before April 11, and that 
theuo applications have been refused. 

This may be explained by u letter from 
G. M Sproat, which will bo published in 
tho Miner on Saturday. 

Tho clause referred to is : " I have had 
ocoaaion, lately as tho agent; or trustee of 
several clients holding mineral clainis in 
Slocan, to bring to the notice of tho (lovern- 
ment the situation in which their claims are 
or may he placed by tho opi-raliou of section 
2.3 of the ' Mineral Act; (ISI)l) Aincnrlment 
Act IS!);!,' relating tosuifaco rights. The 
land olhce recognized promptly the evils of 
the dual ownership of tho surface which 
this section purports to create, and the Chief 
CommiBsioner will do inmiediuiely what is 
in his power, and seems to him lit, with a 
view of ull'urding relief under the circum- 
stances outlined, pendiog tho next session 
of the Leuislalure. This mitigating, if not 
wholly remedial action may take ihe form 
of an order forhiding tho pro enipliou of the 
' Remaining surface rights ' ou claims, thus 
maintaining the status quo at any rate." 

From this it would appear that the delay 
haa been c lused by the desire of the Chief 
Comiiiieaioner to fully investigate the cases 
before him ere proceeding to final measures. 

A feeling of renewed confidence seems to 
pervade this entire section. Tho confirma- 
tion of tho successful iaaun of the Silver 
King deal has placed a broad smile of con- 
tent (Ui the face of " Ye Nclsonite," and tho 
news lint the NaUusp railroad is now under 
way ia bracing up the .Slocan mining men in 
ci Way most wonderful to behold, and cer- 
tiinly needed after the depression attendant 
upon tho drop of ailvcr. 

It is a well known fact that the price of 
silver in this section will cut u comparatively 
small figure once the problem of transporta- 
tion is solved. 

IIEIIK AND TIIKIU:. 

The Tiout I^ake country ia just now 
attracting cousiderablo attention, owiug to 
some unusually rich flods recently made, 
and a f..nv notes on this section may ho of 
interest. Trou t Like city is situated at the 
head of Trout lake, a day's journey from 
Revelatoke. The altitude is 2,300 feet 
above sea level, and just now the climate is 
all that conid be desired The place has 
been quite bnsy lately, as the various trails 
whiob lead from the town off into the moun- 
tains are thronged with prospectors laden 
with heavy packs of provisions and tools, 
each ODC intent on pushing his way up under 
those frowning crowns of snow, where lie, 
perchance, ease and comfort for the re- 
mainder of his life. 

The ores of this section are argentiferous 
galena, of the usual high grade found in this 
section. More or less placer gold can be 
found in almost every mountain stream, 
and it is only a question of time when pay- 
ing hydraulic claims will bj located, (dip- 
per has been located in a anilicic-ntly high 
percentage to pay well for working so soon 
UH tho transportation problem ia properly 
solved. (Iraphite nickel and manganese aio 
also known to exist, but aa yet have been 
localed only in .sniall (lumlitiea. The lead- 
ing propm i(!a around [ he luNul of the lake 
are the Ilii.KkinH grou|i, the Wagner group, 
tho (Jreat Xorihern, the Blackburn group. 
Pool grouj), 1 [onie group, Silver Cup, Liv- 
ingstouo group. North .Star, Lo.-oy and Sha- 
ron groups, uloal of thi so are favorable 
looking properties, and with development 
will no ilouht prove steady proilucors of go id 
ore. 

Several pre-emptions have recently been 
made on land lying in tho fertile valley 
which atretchea from Trout lake to Summit 
lake, about aix milea from tho north-east 
arm of the Upper Arrow lake. Along this 
valley can he found soil equal in riohnesa to 
any in tho Province. Among the permanent 
settlers in the valley are Sydney A. Rob- 
erta, Dominion and Pi<ovittoial land survey- 
or, well known as asnrveyor nf mining pro- 
perties, and Arthur H. Harrison, of the 
Royal School of Mines. Mr. Harrison is 
rnoning an assay odice in this section, and 
is kept busy telling tho boys "what's in 
that rock t" tho answer to whiob question is 
usually very satisfactory. 

Several syndicates have experts in this 
section who are looking up claims for thoir 
people. 

Tho latest boar story from this section is 
not so bad. According to tho veracious 
jarner a well known prospector named Jack 



Stanbor had camped about four miles from 
Trout lake aud was preparing to open up a 
lead which he had discovered. lie had just 
arrived from tho town and waa untying u 
heavy pack of giaut powder, fuse, caps and 
steel, when feeling thirsty ho concluded to 
go down to the creek for a bucket of water. 
On his return ho found a visitor iu the 
shape of a monster grizz'y boar. The pair 
eyed each other for a moment and then with 
a grunt tho bear made for Jack. The trusty 
Winclit ster was in camp, bub so was the 
hear, The next moment Jack was taking 
"n tho surrounding country from the bruuclita 
of a tree, and tho bear had re.sumed hia 
lunch. The feed consisted of a few sticks 
of giant powder, some caps and a pieco of 
fuse by way of desert. 

Chewing on this latter the bear moved 
over leisurely to study tho situation of tho 
man in the tree. Now it is a well known 
fact the grizzly is no cliiflber, so Jack did 
not feel alarmed when old Kph raised hini- 
solf up his full length and anilled at the 
soles of hia feet. Tho long fuze was 
obout swallowed by this time and some 
«ix or eight inches alicking up from the 
mti/.zle of the bear put an idea into Jack's 
h ad. 

Climbing down from branch to branch ho 
enticed thj bear to stretch up for him as far 
as ho could roach, and in an instant, the 
fuze was touched with a iiiatcli and " spit- 
ting " furiously. The aaiimislied Hruin 
dropped on his foro teet, and Jack made for 
tlic top of the tree, ducly thankful that it 
waa a very tall one. 

An instant of breathless suspense, a roar, 
and fragments of the bear went sailing up 
past A delighted man, who clung for dear 
life to a swayiof; tree.

The 
SlooBD Star is putting on an extra gang of 
t7ien since the new strike. 

The Freddy I^ee is closed down, but only 
temporarily, pending a rise in silver and a 
chance to ship. 

The ono-half interest in the Washington, 
it is stated on good authority, has just been 
sold for SSo.OOO 

The C P U. are Stringing wire on the 
telegraph lino out from HLttslo at the rate of 
a mile per day. 

Instructions have been given to proceed 
with some heavy development work on the 
Abbott group. 

Work on the Nelson and Fort Shpppard 
is being pushed from both ends and from a 
number of points along the line. The con- 
tractors promise to have tho work com- 
pleted within the time limit. 

Two-thirda of Kualo uro down to-day to 
hack their favorite running mare, " Dutch," 
against the Nelson llyer ".Jim liealLy " 
Tho match is tho outcome of a long stand- 
ing ellort to find which town owns the 
fastest horse. Money is being bet freely, 
and tb« result will bo interesting.

VICTOEIA MARKETS. 

Xo Special Amount of Business Doing— Ft w 
Changes to Note In Values.

Johnson has is that the country people are, 
to a great extent, boycotting tho place. All 
local hawkers are, however, compolled to 
meet in the market buildlnt' every morning, 
and friun 7 till ubnn t S .'!0 or it a in. each 
day there arc in the neighljDrhood of twen'y 
vegetable wagons in the jilace waiting fur 
purchasers. The week [iiist has not been an 
extra busy one for local dealers, although 
about the average business has been done. 
The only changes which have been made in 
tho appentled (|uotationa are in tho prices of 
eggs and potatoea. These changes are ac 
countable to the former becoming a Irilhj 
scarcer, while the latter are more plentiful, 
tubers of laland growth coming in freely.

THE NEW SCHOOLS. 

To Till-; EniTOR : — Much has been said 
recently, in the Colon i-T, about the Smeiid- 
Dowd system of lieating and vi ntilition. Il 
maybe presumed that where there is ao 
much smoke a certain amount of tiro exists 
also ; that there has been at least a thought 
of adopting this system in the new ec.iool 
buildings in Victoria How many people 
know what tho system is? How many 
imagine it to ho somu stylo of furnace and 
heatintc apparatus solely '/ How many are 
awaro that tho main features of the system 
are the supplying the rooms with warm uir, 
wliich 13 drawn off by shafts, and by them 
conducred to tho privy cloaot, where the 
dry (?) air is suppoaed to deasicate tho 
exoreta and thus render them fit to be burnt 
in tho furnace as fuel : This sounds feasible 
enough, certainly. But is it safe ? Is it 
practicable ? Imagine the draught going 
tho wrong way, and all the gases evolved 
from decomposing excreta (sewer gas in 
fact) being jiaured in volumes among the 
children, and by them inhaled instead of 
pure air I 

Is it nece -aiiry to have privy closets nova- 
days '; What are tho Bowers for Why not 
have regular water closets, and then win- 
dows and dociri of the schoolrooms may be 
freely opened, and Heaven's pure air may 
bo breathed by our children instead of, 
probably, a lot of foul odor laden air. 

Does it not seem a very round-about way 
of doing thiiiga, to croirmte excreta at the 
risk of the heallli of tlie children ' It is all 
very well producing ovidence to prove that 
the atnioapliero of a certain room, at a cer- 
taih slated time, was free from injurious 
chemical giiscs, and free from injurious dis- 
ease gernia. No doubt a favorable time was 
chosen, and even if 100 analysoa of the a'r 
were made, and all gave excellent rcaults, 
tho lOlst might reveal a state of aflaira al- 
together different. It docs not require a 
scicntiGo training to detect the weak points

From traders oa the Aleutian islands 
and along the coast and on the way up, 
Commander Ludlow and bis assistants 
learned that nearly 80,000 skins had alreudy 
been secured by the hundred odd Hiiiling 
craft engaged in this work during tho pres- 
ent year. Skippeis, however, suy they 
have taken nearlj (10,0(10 of the«e in ,Iapuu- 
ese waters, while minther G,0l)0 icoenlly 
eoubigned to Britisli Columbia, it ia alleged, 
were cup' ured on the Russian coast, leav- 
ing 12,0110 for the Alaskan coast and 
Hi-hring Sea.

Wasuinqtok, July 26.— The U. S. S. 
Philadelphia, flagship of the Pucifio station, 

arrived at Rio do Janeiro from Now I'ork 
on the !)th inst. , siiice which date noihing 
has boon heard from her. Tho only word 
e.vpcctcd was that she had left there fur the 
Paoitic in the aliaenco of iuatruclioiia to do 
go. It is not considered likely she would 
delay her cruise to the Pacific, whore she ia 
greatly needed, even in ooLsequence of 
trouble in Bruzil. The Philadelphia is 
hound for Samoa, and Secretary Grealmm 
desires to have her there as soon as possible. 
Her sailing orders permitted her to stop at 
Rio f I r coal, and estimated she could fi.l her 
bunkers in live days. The impression at 
the department is that she sailed from Rio 
about the 25t.h inst., and is now ncariug 
Valparaiso, Chili, which ia her next stop 
ping place. The distance between the two 
porta is about 2,750 miles, and can be cov- 
ered by the Philadelphia easily in 15 days.

About eleven 
o'clock Mr, Mullen waa much better, waa in 
fact resting easily, but at midnight he aud- 
denly collapsed. Mr. Melluii u-as about 17 
years nl age and hud a long uiul aticceasful 
ri-cord in the United States. Ho begun hia 
cjiecr aa an operiiiiir in the Chicago 
and North Western Tolegruph Com- 
punys kcrvice, working his way up 
to be the agent of t!iat inalitnlioii 
Ho then j lined tho Irullic department of tho 
Chiougo and North- Weateen Railway; next 
becoming General Superiatendout of tho 
Atcheaon, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway. 
He then returned to the Chicago and North- 
western, and later on joined the Wisoonein 
Central asGeneral Manager. Fiveyrars since 
ho became General Manager of the Northern 
I'uciQo system, which position he lias 
filled in a most able manner. His career 
in this latter capacity not only relluotod 
the highest credit upon himself, but bad 
commended itself to the leghrd of thoao 
with whom he was immediately connected.
